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Housing Authority joins 
suit over state furloughs

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority voted four to 
one Tuesday to support a class 
action suit being brought by 
National Association of Housing 
and Redevelopment Officials 
(NAHRO) against the state. Tom 
Siracusa abstained from voting. 

In an effort to balance the state 
budget, Governor William Weld 
has asked housing authorities to 
comply with the provisions of the 
1991 furlough program. The 
Program sets up temporary vaca- 
tions or furloughs for employees 
of the Commonwealth and its 


public authorities in order to save 
money, 

In an April 11 letter to WHA 
Executive Director Ella Belmore, 
Governor Weld said since the 
program would result in no savings 
from the Wilmington Authority, 
Belmore would have to reduce her 
budget by an amount equal to a 
reduction in staff payroll expenses. 
NAHRO has taken the position that 
Housing Authority members and 
staff are not state employees and 
has decided to challenge the 
inclusion of housing authorities in 
the furlough program. New 
Chairman Dave Fitzgerald noted if 


NAHRO loses its suit, members 
would have to find ways to cut 
their budget, 

Mike Donovan suggested, if 
necessary, cuts could be made in 
the area of solid waste, utilities, 
and use of the WHA answering 
service. Donovan said Deming 
Way tenants could support the 
town's recycling efforts to reduce 
solid waste costs. He suggested all 
present lights be replaced with 
flourescent bulbs to lower utility 
bills and members explore ways to 
reduce the $70, per month bill for 
an answering service. 


New housing units 
now completely filled

After some~initial delay which 
caused the management rating of 
the Wilmington Housing Authority 
to plummet, all elderly and 
handicapped units at Deming Way 
are now filled. 

According to Executive Director 
Ella Belmore, all units have been 
assigned and the rating has 
increased to eligible/qualified. 
WHA members voted unanimously 
Tuesday to have Belmore update 
them monthly on the‘occupancy of 
the units. Michael Donovan said, in 
the past, the board had been lax in 
overseeing tenant occupancy. Tom 
Siracusa said he would like to keep 
track of trends in the future to sce 
why units may remain vacant. 
Belmore explained last year there 
were numerous vacancies that went 
unfilled because of the time it took 
to follow guidelines set down by 
the Executive Office of Comm- 


unities and Development. She said 
units were tied up just on the 
number of refusals alone. 
Chairman Dave Fitzgerald asked to 
be informed when units become 
available. 

In a related manner, Donovan 
chastised Belmore for not 
including board members in the

"The wishes of the board...have 
not been followed," said Donovan 
adding he wanted to be present to 
discuss EOCD's concerns over 
tenant selection and an alleged 
illegal transfer to one housing unit. 

Belmore said there was no time to 
contact the board since the meeting 
was set up quickly. She added other 
members did know about the 
meeting. 

"I was not notified in advance," 
replied Donovan, Chairman Dave 
Fitzgerald agreed Belmore should 
have informed all board members 
before the story came out the next 
evening in the local papers. Dan 
Gillis said, for the record, he felt 
the whole matter had been handled 
properly. 


Authority to try once more 
for May Institute facility

The Wilmington Housing Auth- 
ority decided Tuesday to make one 
last stab at retaining a state grant in 
order to build a group home for 
autistic and mentally handicapped 
youngsters. The original proposal 
by the May Institute would have 
created a small home for about six 
children in Wilmington. Plans fell 
through when the State Executive 
Office of Communities and Devel- 
opment nixed the Houghton Road 
site chosen for the home. 
Arthur Kimber, director of the 
Bureau of Project Management for 


EOCD, told the local authority 
without new information about the 
chosen site and funding, he could 
not agree to a meeting to discuss 
the possibility of reactivating the 
grant. 

Board members were loath to 
drop the project. They favored 
transferring the money to a similar 
Project being undertaken by an 
Andover couple on the grounds of 
Tewksbury Hospital. 

Daniel Gillis urged the board to 
try one more time to make EOCD 
aware of the new project, He said 
he would be willing to talk to state 


officials. Tom Siracusa suggested 
the board meet with local legis- 
lators on the issue and ask them to 
approach EOCD in a tactful 
manner on the board's behalf. 

Selectman Chester Bruce agreed 
to donate some of his time to see 
that the half million dollar project 
reaches fruition. He said there 
were town lots available for such a 
home and the proponents from 
Andover said they could build in 
Wilmington. The board voted 
unanimously to follow through on 
the project with the help of the 
legislative delegation,

under discussion

Two dumping violations were the 
subject of discussion at Monday's 
meeting of the Wilmington Board 
of Health. 

An illegal dumping complaint 
was filed against Jean Phillips of 
Wilson Street. Health Director 
Greg Erickson said the property 
owner has until May 15 to clear 
landfill and solid waste materials, 
including roof shingles and brush, 
from her land near Federal Street. 

Phillips said she had cleared out a 
woodpile and started getting rid of 
the brush. She added she wasn't 
aware the shingles had been 
dumped on site. Board members 


said they would check out the 
property by next Monday. 

A second complaint was filed 
against Mark Donovan, owner of 
property behind Quincy Street off 
Grove Avenue and apparent owner 
of a landscaping business. Erickson 
said Donovan has been filling 
wetlands with rubbish and solid 
waste material like paint cans, oil 
filters, and sheetrock, 

According to the board of health, 
both owners can be fined $300 


immediately for the violations as 


well as $20 a day for each day they 
fail to comply with the board's 
order. The latter only goes into 
effect after a two week period has. 
passed, 


Speed bumps 
to stop speeders ?

Ongoing speeding problems at 
the Deming Way elderly housing 
complex led members of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority to 
try to find a solution at their 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Tenants in attendance pointed out 
that senior citizens are not as agile 
as they used to be so cars exceeding 
the 15 mph speed limit pose a 
danger to pedestrians. Newest 
WHA member Tom Siracusa sugg- 


ested installing temporary speed 
bumps as is done at the Lahey 
Clinic in Burlington. Executive 
Director Ella Belmore said the 
speed bumps could cause liability 
and snow plowing problems for the 
town. 

In a three to two vote, the board 
directed Belmore to explore the 
speed bump option and the cost of 
installing them. They also asked 
Belmore to again send notices to 
tenants reminding them to adhere 
to the speed limit. 


Green light for 
Stelio's septic repair

A plan to repair the septic system 
at Stelios Restaurant on Lowell 
Street was okayed by the Wil- 
mington Board of Health Monday 
night, 

After their system failed, restau- 
rant owners had been forced to 
pump it out on a regular basis. 
Owner Bob Katsikis has been 
working with health officials to 
take care of the problem. The most 
permanent solution would be to 
wait for the new Northeast sewer 
line to go past the restaurant and 
hook into the main trunk. 
According to Health Director Greg 
Erickson, it could take about a year 
to tie into the new line. In the 
meantime, Erickson told board 
members Monday night, Katsikis 
could follow one of three options: 
repair the system using trenches, 
develop the system in a different 
area from the current system and 


pump in both areas on an alternate 
basis, or set up a mandatory 
pumping schedule. Erickson said 
the first option would be a short 
term solution since the system 
would eventually fill up again with 
water and require more pumping. 
The second option, he added, was a 
longterm solution. 

Katsikis said he preferred to go 
with the most inexpensive option. 
Board Chairman Jim Ficociello 
said he preferred the trench 
proposal and added the system 
would have to last two years in case 
of delay or other problems with 
bringing the sewer line through, 

The director felt the problem 
may be too much water in the 
septic system rather than being 
clogged with grease. He said he 
would check this out. 

The board gave Katsikis the 
green light to move forward with 
the project as soon as possible.

New sewer 
hinges 
on voters

The installation of a new, 20-inch 
water main to serve S, Tewksbury 
hinges upon a town meeting vote, to 
provide funding for the project. 

If the funds go through, however, 
a wetlands approval by selectmen is 
now in hand for installing the line 
under the Shawsheen River. A vote 
on Tuesday night approved the wet- 
lands crossing, which is planned on 
the downstream side of Route 38, 
by the Knights of Columbus. 

Engineer Mike Carter, of GCG 
Associates, described the crossing 
to selectmen. 

A three-sided box of cement 
ae barriers" would be dropped 
i the river, he said, to form a 
semi-dam across half of the river. 
The work is planned for August, he 
said, when the river is about one 
foot deep. 

With half the river's flow blocked 
off, Carter said, a 20-foot length of 
pipe would be placed in a trench of 
some three feet deep. One length of 
pipe would be installed in one day, 
he said, if all goes well. 

The following day, Carter said, a 
second box of Jersey barriers will 
be put in the river, to overlap the 
previous day's work. Another 20- 
foot pipe section will be laid in a 
trench, with a single joint to be 
connected, then the trench refilled. 

After the trench is filled, Carter 
said, the Jersey barriers will be 
lifted out, leaving a buried water 
pipe and a (hopefully) undisturbed 
Shawsheen River.

According to the board of health, 
both owners can be fined $300 
immediately for the violations as 
well as $20 a day for each day they 
fail to comply with the board's 
order. The latter only goes into 
effect after a two week period has 
passed.

Green light for. 
Stelio's septic repair

A plan to repair the septic system 
at Stelios Restaurant on Lowell 
Street was okayed by the Wil- 
mington Board of Health Monday 
night. 

After their system failed, restau- 
rant owners had been forced to 
pump it out on a regular basis. 
Owner Bob Katsikis has been 
working with health officials to 
take care of the problem. The most 
permanent solution would be to 
wait for the new Northeast sewer 
line to go past the restaurant and 
hook into the main trunk, 
According to Health Director Greg 
Erickson, it could take about a year 
to tie into the new line. In the 
meantime, Erickson told board 
members Monday night, Katsikis 
could follow one of three options: 
repair the system using trenches, 
develop the system in a different 
area from the current system and 


pump in both areas on an alternate 
basis, or set up a mandatory 
pumping schedule. Erickson said 
the first option would be a short 
term solution since the system 
would eventually fill up again with 
water and require more pumping. 
The second option, he added, was a 
longterm solution. 

Katsikis said he preferred to go 
with the most inexpensive option. 
Board Chairman Jim Ficociello 
said he preferred the trench 
proposal and added the system 
would have to last two years in case 
of delay or other problems with 
bringing the sewer line through. 

The director felt the problem 
may be too much water in the 
septic system rather than being 
clogged with grease. He said he 
would check this out. 

The board gave Katsikis the 
green light to move forward with 
the project as soon as possible.

New sewer 
hinges 
on voters

The installation of a new, 20-inch 
water main to serve S, Tewksbury 
hinges upon a town meeting vote, to 
provide funding for the project. |, 

If the funds go through, however, 
a wetlands approval by selectmen is 
now in hand for installing the line 
under the Shawsheen River. A vote 
on Tuesday night approved the wet- 
lands crossing, which is planned on 
the downstream side of Route'38, 
by the Knights of Columbus. 

Engineer Mike Carter, of GCG 
Associates, described the crossing 
to selectmen, 

A three-sided box of cement 
"Jersey barriers" would be dropped 
into the river, he said, to form a 
semi-dam across half of the river. 
The work is planned for August, he 
said, when the river is about one 
foot deep. 

With half the river's flow blocked 
off, Carter said, a 20-foot length of 
pipe would be placed in a trench of 
some three feet deep. One length of 
pipe would be installed in one day, 
he said, if all goes well. 

The following day, Carter said, a 
second box of Jersey barriers will 
be put in the river, to overlap the 
previous day's work. Another 20- 
foot pipe section will be laid in a 
trench, with a single joint to be 
connected, then the trench refilled. 

After the trench is filled, Carter 
said, the Jersey barriers will be 
lifted out, leaving a buried water 
pipe and a (hopefully) undisturbed 
Shawsheen River.

Our policy remains that if a 
writer identifies himself to the 
editor, his or her identity can be 
withheld, and a pseudonym can be 
used. Anonymous letters, though, 
are not accepted. 

What we're talking about here is 
the right of the public to express 
opinions without the threat of 
harassment. The example of a 
former selectman visiting Fred 
Stone late one night offers a good 
example of why some people might 
wish their identities screened. —Ifn

With a looming deficit so large that voters have had to delay 
town meeting money matters until June, the community should 
start to entertain some novel budget ideas previously 
dismissed as "excessive measures." In the present economy and 
budget crisis, yesterday's "excessive measures" are 
tomorrow's solutions. 

One budget solution for Wilmington is consolidating the 
school population into fewer school buildings. 

Wilmington High School is a perfect example of the impact 
of declining enrollments, educating just half the students it did © 
ten years ago, with an enrollment drop over the last ten years 
of 46 percent, down from 1,266 youngsters in 1980 to 686 
today. 

That says it all. 
Likewise, over the same period there has been a 17 percent 
student population decrease at the West Intermediate, 15 


: percent decrease at the North Intermediate and 5 percent 


decrease at the Woburn Street School. The remaining two 
schools, the Wildwood and Shawsheen, have both experienced 
growth over the last decade, which can be attributed to new 
construction in those respective parts of town. 

However, overall the Wilmington public school population 
has declined a significant 18 percent over the last ten years. 
Accordingly, vacant space seems to be the most abundant 
resource the school department has right now. 

Why should the taxpayers operate so much space for so few 
bodies? 

Well, they shouldn't. 

Recognizing this responsible, though politically unpopular, 
fiscal fact, Superintendent Bill Fay had recommended early on 
in the budget process that school closings be considered. His 
recommendation, not surprisingly, was rejected out of hand by 
his superiors on the school committee. 

Local aid has already been cut and may pay a second visit to 


_ the chopping block. The expenses for school building 


maintenance are huge. They represént the biggest chunk of the 
municipal capital budget and the insurance costs alone are 
Staggering. It's perhaps ironic that there has been some 


~ discussion that the town would resume control of the old 


Boutwell School which now hosts the Abundant Life Christian 


© School; which pays the whopping $100,000 annual insurance 


premium on that building while also maintaining it. 

Next fiscal year Wilmington couldn't afford even that, 
never mind the accompanying compliment of professional and 
support staff. Further, the last thing we need is more 
classroom space, 

The best way for public education to survive this budget 
mayhem is to pull back and consolidate. Closing 
neighborhood schools will always trigger an initial knee jerk 
public reaction, but in the end, what harm would come to kids.

In the last year there have been 
several changes for the better and 
many new faces at the Wilmington 
center,One of those faces belongs 
to Dr. Jon Jenkins, chairman of the 
Department of Emergency 
Medicine at Winchester and head 
of the Urgent Care Walk-In Center 
in Wilmington. In addition, he is 
president of medical staff at 
Winchester and, in that capacity, 
meets on a regular basis with the 
hospital's board of directors, 

Soft spoken, low key, and very 
much a professional, Dr.Jenkins 
divides his time among emergency 
patients in Wilmington, Win- 
chester, and at the Woburn 
Walk-In Center. About 25 hours a 
week are spent in attending to 
administrative duties. The rest of 
the time he can be found handling 
everything from lacerations and 
stomach aches to knife wounds and 
cardiac arrests. 

Dr. Jenkins took over the urgent 
care center at the same time 
Winchester took over from 
Choate-Symmes. He earned his 
degree from the Harvard Medical 
School in 1977 and trained both in 
internal and emergency medicine. 
The 40-year-old doctor joined the 
staff at Winchester in 1981. One of 
his proudest achievements while 
there has been the publication of 
his Manual of Emergency 
Medicine, a quick reference 
textbook for emergency 
physicians, The thick manual was 
co-authored by colleague Joseph 
Loscalzo, published in 1985, and is

now found on the shelves of most 
emergency centers around the 


two children, Annie, nine, and 
John Michael, five, in Concord. 

Working in emergency medicine 
wouldn't appeal to every doctor 
because of the obvious pressures 
each day and the need to be 
knowledgeable in a wide range of 
illnesses and diseases, Dr. Jenkins 
Shrugs off the pressure, saying it's 
something you get used to, He says 
his reward comes in being able to 
help people when they need help 
the most. 

“There's a real variety in this job. 
We do a little bit of everything. It's 
very satisfying," the doctor 
explains. He adds with a laugh, "I 
couldn't stand being in an office." 

The pressures of working in an 
emergency center are very real. 
Doctors in this field have to be 
"mentally geared". to handle 
quickly any situation which 
develops. Emergency doctors in 
Wilmington, Winchester and 
Woburn care for approximately 
65,000 patients a year. On a typical 
day at Wilmington's Regional 
Health Center, emergency 
physicians can treat as many as 90 
patients a day, 

"A lot of my patients are 
extremely ill," explains Dr. 
Jenkins, adding “one of my greatest 
challenges is trying to provide 
prompt care for people that makes 
them want to come back." 

Anyone . who has recently 
received treatment at the urgent 
care center in Wilmington may or 
may not have noticed changes in 
staff, equipment, and service. 
Previously, residents or fellows 
handled emergency chores. Now 
about 15 full time Winchester 
physicians divide ‘their time 
between their own hospital and the 
Regional Health Center, putting in 
two or three eight hour shifts in the 
emergency unit alone. Doctors are 
assisted by four nurses on each 
shift.

Winchester, equipment at the 
Wilmington facility has been 
upgraded. Today, for example, 
there is a new mammography 
machine, a new low radiation 
fluoroscope x-ray machine for 
examining internal organs, and 
ultra-sound services available, In 
addition to state of the art 
equipment, there is also a greater 
availability of medicines such as 
Tissue Plasminogen Activator 
(TPA), which is given to heart 
patients. In the past, it could take 
almost an hour to obtain some 
medicines. This delay posed a risk 
to those patients who needed 
immediate attention. 

Dr. Jenkins feels that in previous 
years there was an emphasis on 
treating and getting patients out as 
quickly as possible. This, he 
maintains, led to a few problems. 
In addition, critically ill patients 
occasionally had to be tumed away 
and treated elsewhere because of 
the health center's limitations. 

"We have changed that 
completely," the doctor said. Now, 
with more physicians trained in 
emergency care, more serious 
Patients are treated right in 
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Stoneham Square 
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Wilmington. However, he added, 
there still is no blood bank or 
operating room at the local facility. 

A big plus in the past year has 
been the use of paramedics, who 
are on the road and readily respond 
to any emergency. Paramedics can 
do such things as start an 


intravenous line, defibrillate a 
patient, and put in an airway if 
there is an obstruction: When an 
emergency call comes in to local 
police or fire departments in the 10 
towns serviced by Winchester 
Hospital paramedics, a Basic Life 
Support Team and an Advanced 
Life Support unit are dispatched to 
the scene simultaneously. Once the 
paramedics reach the scene they 
call Winchester Hospital and 
receive orders on, handling the 
emergency situation. Winchester 
representatives have met with 
Wilmington fire officials and 
drawn up a plan so that firemen on 
emergency calls will know which 
patients should be transported to 
the health center and which to 
other hospitals. It is this 
cooperation which literally saves 
lives, notes Dr, Jenkins, 

Despite all the improvements, 


there is still a big problem left to 
solve. That problem is how to 
encourage more residents to use 
the health center. 

“Right now I think the facility is 
very much under utilized. People 
don't really know it's there," says 
Dr. Jenkins. He goes on to theorize 
that with the bankruptcy of Choate 
Hospital two years ago, many 
people may be under the 
impression the Regional Health 
Center has closed its doors, 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The Center is open from 
7:30 a.m, to 11:30 p.m. 365 days a 
year. 

In looking to the future, Dr. 
Jenkins would like to reconfigure 
present space in the urgent care 
center and add more rooms to 
better serve the public, He also 
favors the expansion of the 
radiology department and points 
out Winchester Hospital officials 
are planning to commit more funds 
to the local facility to further 
improve it down the road. 

Speaking for himself he would 
only add that Wilmington's 
Regional Health Center "is a great 
place to work."

Full house for 
adolescent workshop 


"My daughter is 14 going on 35!~ 
She thinks she knows everything. 
You can't tell her anything... She. 
gets mad and goes storming off to 
her room. I think teenagers should 
listen to their parents - after all we 
have lived a lot longer than they 
have. We do know something about 
some things!" 

So began the adolescent work- 
shop led by Carol Golub, Ph.D., 
and Michele Welch, Ph.D, from 
the Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service last week to a packed room 
of over 80 parents at the library. 
Trading vignette's that characte- 
rized adolescents and parents of 
adolescents, the two psychologists 
used touches of humor to help 
parents perhaps glimpse them- 
selves in examples of timed 
20-minute showers and fears of 
“my baby going off to college." 

In a more serious vein, Dr. 
Welch pointed out the job of 
adolescents to find their own 
identities and to separate from 
family. Citing John Bradshaw, she 
explained how the peer group is the 
vehicle for helping adolescents 
separate from family. Thus, they 
can assert their independence from 
family but not feel all alone and cut 
off from the world. 

Describing many adolescents as 
"swimming in an ocean of 
inadequacy," Dr. Welch encour- 
aged parents to find at least "one 
small island of competence" to 
encourage; for example, helping a 
son or daughter who likes pets to 


join 4-H or to get a part time job at 
a pet store. In this way parents can 
help _their_adolescents explore 
different roles and build sélf="~ 
esteem. 

Dr. Golub stressed that rules 
parents set should be used to 
"guide, instruct, or protect, not to 
punish, limit, and restrict." She 
gave an example of a curfew being 
set to protect teens not to restrict 
them by making them come home 
earlier than their friends. Rules 
that punish, limit, and restrict 
foster a poor self-concept and 
engender shame, she concluded. 

Highlighting the relationship 
between parental control and 
adolescent rebellion, Dr. Golub 
explained, "the more space we give 
our kids to explore their own 
identities, the less they will feel 
they must reject our values to be 
their own people. The more we 
force them to believe as we believe, 
to dress as we say, to choose the 
college or career we think best, the 
more they will have to rebel if they 
are to finish the adolescent task of 
becoming their own people." 

Jim Jordan, principal of the West 
Intermediate School that co- 
sponsored the workshop with the 
North Intermediate School, was 
enthusiastic about the turnout. 
"Obviously parents feel a real need 
to learn about their adolescents. 
We will be planning more joint! 
programs on adolescent issues with 
the Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service next year,” he explained.

THE INSIDE STORY 

At first glance, oné-might think 
that hair shafts are perfectly round, 
However, they are not. There is an 
exterior cuticle that protects and 
inner cortex. Under a microscope, 
the cuticle resembles overlapping 
layers of fish scales. The cortex 
contains chemicals that determine 
the formation of hair. Depending 
on the way these chemicals are 
bonded together, hair may be 
straight, wavy, curly, or a combi- 
nation.

Time to trash fly fishing myths 


by Bill Conlon 

With trout streams in full frenzy, 
and spring vegetation still low, you 
simply won't have a better time to 
try your hand at fly fishing. 

However, fly fishing is full of old 
misconceptions and myths. We'll 
take time to blow up a few. 

Fly Fishing is Expensive - Nah. If 
I can afford fly-fishing, anybody 
can, Your big cost is the initial in- 
vestment, and after that you cruise 
along even cheaper than you can 
with most other types of fishing. 

Fly Fishing is Hard to Do - Nah. 
T'm not that coordinated, but I can 
do it, Casting is a trick -- almost an 
art -- but not all that hard to learn. 

Fly Fishing is Complex - Some- 
times, but it's as complex as you're 
willing to make it. Playing "match 
the hatch" by tying new flies on the 
shoreline is complex. Flipping cork 
bugs toward a lily pad is simple. 

You Have to Smoke a Pipe - Only 
if you want to achieve "The Look" 
of fly-fishing. Hey, if I can fly-fish 
in a flannel shirt and baseball cap, 
it's plain you don't have to try for 
the "GQ Cover Boy" look to have 
plenty of fun light-lining, 

To get started in fly fishing, plan 
on spending about $100 for start-up 
gear, but that includes everything, 
Your best bet is to buy a complete 
rod-reel-line package, ready-made, 
as it'll be "balanced" by the maker. 
Using a line that is too heavy for the 
rod is a pain, and so is a reel which 
feels like a window weight at the 
end of your willow stick. Buy the 
Package and you're covered. 


Fly line is quite heavy, so you'll _ 
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ROBERT 


need a tippet ("leader) for tying 
your fly line to your hook. You 
simply can't make a mosquito look 
tempting if it's tied to a clothes line, 
and your leader is the connector. 
Store-bought leaders cost pennies, 


Before you destroy a brand new 
leader, however, take your rig into 
the yard for some casting practice. 
The bare end of the heavy fly-line 
will do nicely for practice, After 
all, it's the weight of the line that 
you'll be casting, not the weight of 
the fly and leader. The fly reel just 
holds line -- no other function. 

Casting is done by waving the rod 
back and forth, adding distance to 
your cast with each wave of the 
stick. The back-cast adds distance, 
while your forward motion should 
see the line landing straight as a 
stick. 

A common fly casting mistake is 
to put too much motion on the rod. 
(This one bit of advice saved me 
months of aggravation.) A limited 
motion (say from "11 o'clock to 1 
o'clock") works much better than a 
long wave of the stick (such as "9 
o'clock to 3 o'clock"). 

And slow down. Waving the rod 
too fast is almost as bad as waving it 
too far. If the end of the line cracks 
like a whip you're putting too much 
motion to the line. Nice and easy, 
with short strokes. Piece ‘a’ cake. 


Another cast worth learning is the 
roll cast, which is a life saver in the 
tight brush. With the line already 
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on the water, you simply raise the 
rod tip straight up, then snap it back 
down again. In theory, at least, the 
loop of line will roll smoothly over 
the water and plunk your offering 
right back where it was before you 
started the roll cast. But it takes a 
bit of practice to roll cast well. 

Oh, buy boots, too. Spring for the 
chest waters, since you'll need to go 
as deep as possible to get away from 
all the brush along the shore. Hip 
boots do the trick, in a limited way, 
but chest waders are much better. A 
vest rounds out The Look, but you 
will learn the value of a vest when 
you try to fit everything into your 
shirt pocket. 

With a basic grip on casting, it's 
time to tie on a leader, grab a box 
of flies, and head for the water. Be 
advised that a BOX of flies will be 
needed. You'll lose plenty of flies, 
guaranteed and most will get stuck 
too high up in a tree to retrieve. An 
extra fly or 12 makes sense, 

But don't bother with trout just 
yet. If you need practice, there's 
nothing better for training than to 
catch kibbies, good ol' sunfish, 

Kibbies love to eat bugs, so they'll 
nail whatever fly you put in front 
of them -- any size, any pattern, any 
day. Besides, kibbies live shallow, 
making it easy to wade along the 
shore, far from the trees. For their 
size, they also put up a great fight, 
and they'll entertain you all day. 

Cork bugs can be difficult to cast, 
since they catch the wind, but they 
are easy to see when they get kissed. 
You make the call. Bugs and flies 
work equally well on kibbies. 
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Landing a fish with a fly rod isn't 
as easy as you might think. Leaders 
are awfully delicate, about 2-pound 
test, so you can't "horse" them in, 
You need to control your line with 
both hands, which leaves you one 
hand short for controlling the rod. 

What you do is simple: With your 
“rod” hand, use one finger to keep 
the line under control. Use your 
other hand for hauling in the line 
on the retrieve, then pin the line in 
place with that reserve finger. Oh, 
and be prepared to surrender some 
line if the fish surges. Leaders snap 
easily, 

After kibbie training, you're set 
for the trout stream. Almost. 

You'll need to get acquainted with 
fly fishing on moving water, which 
is not all that easy. Picture it. 

You need to know precisely what 
fly pattern the trout want to eat 
today, and there are hundreds of fly 
patterns. Trout are very narrow- 
minded, and the fly they clobbered 
yesterday might be utterly ignored 
today. They are finicky. 

And finally, most trout waters are 
full of brush and narrow as a coat 
closet. Fishing the edge of a pond is 
a “walk in the park" compared to 
waving a fly-stick in a briar patch, 

But forget the downers. If you've 
always wanted to give fly-fishing a 
try, just do it. Hopefully this little 
primer will get you started. Enjoy!

backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Excerpting from a letter received 
this week postmarked in 
Tewksbury, ....“I am sorry that a 
conflict in my work schedule 
prevented me from attending your 
presentation in March to the 
Tewksbury Garden Club. Had I 
been there I would have asked you 
to explain to me the three numbers 
we see on fertilizer bags. (exam- 
ple, 10-10-10). I have asked the 
people at the garden center but they 
can't seem to explain this in simple 
laymen's language.” 

This (early May) is an 
appropriate time to briefly review 
fertilizers. According to my 
employer (Mahoney's Nursery in 
Winchester) more bags of plant 
food are sold this month than in all 
of the other months combined. 

The three numbers refer to, in 
order,nitrogen, phosphorus (bone 
meal) and potash. The numbers 
indicate the percentages of each of 
the three elements, by weight, 
contained in the bag. These three 
elements are the key ingredients 
required in our soils to produce 
healthy, vigorous plants. 

Nitrogen is needed for all stages 
of plant growth. It is rapidly 
depleted and thus must be replaced

periodically by adding manure, 
fish emulsion, or commercially 
prepared fertilizers. Signs of 
nitrogen deficiency include slow 
growth and smaller than normal 
leaves. Because nitrogen is so 
soluble, a nitrogen deficiency can 
occur quickly in light or sandy 
soils where more leaching will 
occur. 

Phosphorus strengthens the plants 
stem and root systems while 
increasing the rate of crop 
maturity. It also helps to build 
resistance to pests and diseases. 
Most importantly, it is necessary 
for proper fruiting, flowering and 
seed formation. A Phosphorus 
deficiency will often occur in acid 
soils, also in cold and wet soils. 
Phosphorus is less soluble in cold 
soil, (below 50 degrees) another 
reason to hold off planting 
tomatoes, peppers, cukes and 
squash until later in May. 

Potassium, or potash, is required 
for the formation of sugars, 
starches, and proteins in plants. It 
is needed for the action of certain 
enzymes. Root crops especially are 
dependent on an adequate supply of 
potassium for proper development. 
Where there is a shortage of 
potassium in the soil, the lower 
leaves of your plants may be a 
greenish gray color, and will often 
show a marginal yellowing or 
mottling. 

For most flower and vegetable 
gardens, the best commercial 
fertilizer will have the numbers 
5-10-5, with the emphasis being on 
phosphorus to encourage strong

young root systems. The "rule of 
thumb" rate of application is five 
pounds per hundred square feet 
(an area roughly 10 feet by 10 
feet.) Scratched evenly into the top 
inch or two of the soil. This 
application should be repeated 
every four to six weeks through 
August. 

I like to use Miracle Grow water 
soluble fertilizer in my vegetable 
garden because it is so convenient 
to use with Stern's hose end 
Sprayer attachment. Not only does 
this dispenser automatically mix 
and disperse the fertilizer at the 
required strength, but Miracle 
Grow also contains the right 
amounts of several necessary trace 
elements, including calcium, 
boron, iron and magnesium. Be 
careful with your- applications 
though - it is easy to apply too 
much to your plants and soil. I like 
to give each spot in the garden a 30 
second dousing, repeated every 
other weekend through the 
summer. 

Of course,good old stable 
manure, either fresh from the farm 
or purchased in 40 pound bags 
from the garden store, is hard to 
beat. Manure meters the fertilizer 
elements slowly into the soil and 
further acts as a good moisture 
retention agent during the heat of 
summer,

Morel mushrooms 
grow in May 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

As a rule of thumb, one can say 
that when the violets first appear in 
early May it is time to look around 
and see of there are any morels 
growing, somewhere in the neigh- 
boring fields or woodlands. Morels 
are Sponge Mushrooms, and one of 
the best tasting mushrooms to be 
found in New England. They are 
not very large in size, 

In the past 10 years Larz has 
found morels every year, amidst 
the lilac bushes, in the black- 
berries, in the area of the lawn, 
under oak trees, etc,, but never in 
prolific amounts. Larz has always 
written of his finds, so that readers 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury find 
some, too, 

Last year Ann Berghaus of 32 
Chestnut Street, Wilmington found 
some which were six and a quarter 


inches tall. They were the biggest 
that this writer has ever seen. This 
year there are more morels at the 
Berghaus home, which this writer 
is going to inspect about the middle 
of May. The time to pick them will 
probably be a week after that. 

Janet Duggan of Westdale 
Avenue, Wilmington was another 
lady who found morels two years 
in succession, but that was a few 
years ago. No one in Tewksbury 
has ever reported morels for two 
years in succession. 

Most, but not all mushrooms have 
a head which is shaped like an 
umbrella. The morel has one that is 
like a cone, or, one could say, like a 
dunce cap with ridges. If any 
reader finds some and wants proof 
before picking, the reader can call 
Larz.

Everything is timed and coordi- 
nated with precision as the lithe 
pilot makes his leap from the 70- 
foot pilot boat and catches the lad- 
der like an aerial acrobat catches 
the swinging ladder at the circus. 
But there is ONE BIG difference 
at sea; there isn't any safety net 
and this is for REAL NOT 
SHOW. When the cold green sea 
is cresting 8' - 10' white caps, 
catching a rising and falling rope 
ladder can-be risky. business. 

Sometimes Boston's weather is 
severe and visibility poor due to 
sea smoke or dense fog. Once the 
harbor pilot swings aboard and is 
met by a mate, Ohlson goes 
directly to the bridge and may 
advise the skipper to travel to the 
next nearest port of call. The boys 
in the pilot service call this "being 
carried away." Hello New York,

Ft. Lauderdale? Next nearest 
Port to Boston? Are we reading 
the same chart, captain? No - but 
that's one of the things this veter- 
an harbor pilot loves about this 
"self-sufficient business," Ohlson 
got an unexpected and unusual 
Florida vacation in February 
1978. Do you remember what you 
were doing during the great hurri- 
cane of '78? Ohlson does and 
says, "I was on the last ship to 
leave Boston Harbor aboard the 
Exxon Houston, a domestic oil 
tanker outbound for its home 
port" (Houston, TX). 


When this writer asked Ohlson, 
"Why didn't you advise the cap- 
tain to return to the safety of the 
inner harbor?" he says "It's the 
harbor pilot's responsibility to get 
them underway into international 
water or the open sea." However, 
after the next harrowing 48 hours, 
both the Houston's captain and 
Ohlson were kicking themselves 
for not remaining in Boston. 

After rounding Graves Light at 
1 p.m., the Exxon Houston began 
a roller coaster ride Monday, 
2/6/78. The sky darkened and 
northeast winds whipped the usu- 
ally friendly sea into a frothy fury. 
Whitecaps became sheets of 
never-ending spray and Ohlson's 
"sea legs" became wobbly when 
he saw one snow squall after 
another plunder the sea and wrap 
the Houston in a white shroud. 
The shaky captain and pilot 
must have thought this was 
Montezuma's revenge or certainly 
Dante's version of Winter's hell. 
George says, "The captain steered 
a_90 degree (east)course and 
maintained 2-3 knots (mph) just 
enough speed to held his posi- 
tion." The crew secured every- 
thing and mattresses were placed 
on the cabin floors. Even food 
dishes were wet down so they 
wouldn't slide across the tables. 

Meanwhile the captain's confi- 
dence sunk further with the latest 
radio communication from Salem:

FLASH - The Salem Pilot boat 
has sunk. By midnight Tuesday 
the Houston slipped past 
Nantucket Island heading south in 
winds that gusted to 79 mph. 

Ohlson must have said a silent 
prayer Wednesday morning - he 
saw a lighter sky and moderating 
swells. The tired harbor pilot 
recalls spotting a commercial fish- 
ing boat riding heavy swells and 
realized how lucky that boat's 
crew and the Houston's were to be 
alive, 

The Exxon Houston berthed 
safety at Ft. Lauderdale Saturday 
morning. Ohlson says, "This was 
a bitch of a storm - the worst I 
have have ever seen." George J. 
Stamos of Weather Services Corp, 
Bedford, agrees and wrote in his 
weather summary - "This was 
without doubt the worst winter 
storm to strike New England this 
century and in many areas the 
worst on record." 

Is this a good profession, and 
would this veteran harbor pilot 
want his son to sign on for a 30- 
year hitch? The majesty and beau- 
ty of Boston's full schooners have 
sailed into eternity. The Boston 
Marine Society which was created 
249 years ago is planning its 
250th anniversary in May 1992. 
This is the state regulatory agency 
for all harbor pilots and the oldest 
marine society in the world. It's a 
proud and honorable profession 
but one that is slowly dying. Only 
800 ships and 300 oil tankers visit 
Boston annually. When Ohlson 
started his service in 1955 there 
were 24 pilots and 10 apprentices. 
Today there aren't any apprentices 
and only 15 pilots. Furthermore, 
technology is knocking at Pier 1;s 
East Boston bulkhead: 

Will there be harbor pilots in 
Boston in the 21st century? 
George Ohlson, a serious Swede 
with a tad of Irish and English 
blood, tugs nervously at his her- 
ring bone sports jacket lapels. He 
slowly says, "What the future 
holds, I don't know, but I think 
there is a long way to go before 
technology takes over for man." 

Ohlson gets up and slowly 
walks away from the interview. 
It's time to go home and await the 
next telephone call for Pier 1, 
This harbor pilot's field of dreams 
lie in masts, mists and memories. 
This East Boston kid has grown 
up and lived his father’s dream of 

home. 
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greeting him at the door. He 
called out her name. When she 
didn't respond, he walked down 
the hall to the bathroom, thinking 
she might be beyond a closed 
door, The bathroom was empty. 

He checked. the bedroom. 
Cynthia was not sleeping, either. 
He was suddenly struck with the 
thought that he hadn't looked to 
see if her car was still parked in 
front of the house. He went to the 
living room window, peered 
between partially closed curtains, 
and discovered her car gone, He 
couldn't understand why she 
wasn’t there; it was her left hand 
that had been bothering her, and 
the last time he spoke with her, at 
mid-afternoon, she had told him 
she was still unable to drive, He 
wondered why she was mysteri- 
ously missing. 


Anthony returned to the 
kitchen, and searched for a note. 
He spotted one on the table. He 
picked it up and read it. It said

Keeping casual 
furniture in 
tip-top shape 


Much of today's casual furni- 
ture is designed to shrug off the 
wrath of Mother Nature. But to 
keep it in tip-top shape, preven- 
tive maintenance is a must. Here 
are some tips from the editors of 
NewHome Magazine. 


Wicker furniture should not be 
left outside. However, because it 
does not like dry climates or over- 
heated homes, it should be rubbed 
lightly’ with mineral oil and 
cleaned with a damp cloth on 
occasion. 


*Steel and aluminum furniture 
deserves to be treated like the fin- 
ish on your car: Spray it with liq- 
uid floor wax.and wipe the excess 
off with a cloth. Also be sure to 
obtain a container of touch-up 
paint at the time you buy the fur- 
niture so that you have it on hand 
at the end of the season. 

Resin furniture can be wiped 
clean with a damp sponge and 
warm soapy water. 

*Polyvinyl-coated polyester 
fabrics can be cleaned with a mild 
detergent and water. Clean with a 
solution of three gallons of warm 
water, one cup of liquid laundry 
detergent, and one cup of bleach. 

«Vinyl seating should be 
washed with a mild soap and 
water solution. 

To clean acrylic fabrics, use 
lukewarm water and mild soap, 
and rinse thoroughly with a damp 
sponge. To remove mildew, mix a 
solution of one gallon of water, 
once cup of bleach, and two cap- 
fuls of liquid laundry detergent. 
Spray on the stains and allow to 
sink in before sponging off.

Allergies 


If you think you have a spring 
cold, have taken an antihistamine 
but the cold lingers, you may have 
allergies. Pollen from certain trees 
and grasses are spring culprits. Dr. 
Mundkur suggests, "Don't let 
allergies go untreated, if you think 
it may only be a cold, watch it 


carefully. Itchy eyes and sneezing 
are symptoms of allergies. It 
could be an allergy to pollen, cer- 
tain trees or grasses. A consulta- 
tion with an allergist begins the 
process of getting relief. Options 
include making adjustments in 
your home or work environment, 
taking an effective over-the- 
counter drug, or undertaking a tai- 
lored program of shots." 
Sprains 

Whether your spring day 
includes yard work or a change in 
your exercising regime, Dr. 
Mundkur recommends that you 
warm up, stretch out and take 
breaks from repetitive motions. 
Eight hours of raking your yard 
after months of physical inactivity 
may cause pulled muscles, sprains 
and strains. "By simply warming 
up and then stretching out your 
muscles, you may help prevent an 
unnecessary orthopedic problem," 
says Dr, Mundkur,

Sun Protection 

It may not be Summer yet, 
overexposure on a sunny Spring 
day can give you just as severe a 
sunburn as sitting on a beach in 
July. Going under cover is your 
best protection against sunburn 
and ultimately skin cancer. 
“Sunscreens should be worn with 
an SPF rating of 15 or higher that 
screen both UVA and UVB rays,” 
says Dr. Mundkur. “Avoid the 
midday sun (10 a.m. to 3 p.m.). If 
you still burn, switch to a higher 
SPF rating. Remember, your skin 
probably hasn't been exposed to 
the sun since last summer, so its 
even more susceptible to burns.” 
Lyme Disease 

When activities this spring and 
summer take you outdoors, guard 
yourself against tick bits. Dr. 
Mundkur says, "make sure clothes 
fit tightly around the wrists and 
ankles when walking through a 
wooded area. Avoid walking 
through ankle length or high grass 
where ticks are thick. 


"If you do find a tick, remove it 
properly by grasping it behind its 
head with tweezers and pulling 
slowly and steadily without 
squeezing the body. Once the tick 
is removed, wash your hands and 
apply antiseptic to the bite. If you 
have been exposed to a tick, see 
your physician. Untreated, Lyme 
Disease can affect your heart, 
joints and nervous system."

Stepping up the pace helps walkers 


Fast walkers may be doing 
more than speeding up their exer- 
cise time, according to a new 
study from Dr, Kenneth H. 
Cooper's Institute for Aerobics 
Research, which found that the 
higher the walking intensity, the 
better the fitness benefits. 


Presented at the National 
Conference on Cholesterol and 
High Blood Pressure Control, the 
24-week study of women walkers 
showed that walking a 12-minute 
mile can increase fitness levels by 
four times and burn 53% more 
calories than at a 20-minute/mile 
stroller's gait. 


There's also good news for 
walkers who prefer to smell the 
flowers, according to the study, 
which was funded by Natural- 
Sport, the walking shoe brand 
from Naturalizer. Researchers 
found that a regular program of 


walking at any speed can actually 
increase HDL blood cholesterol 
(the so-called "good" cholesterol) 
by up to 6%, a real benefit for 
maintaining a healthy heart. In 
fact, for every 1% improvement in 
HDL, risk of coronary disease 
drops by 3%. 


According to the study's clini- 
cal investigator, John J. Duncan, 
Ph.D., to optimize fitness (as mea- 
sured by oxygen uptake) and burn 
more calories, one should walk at 
a pace of moderate to high inten- 
sity (15 min./mile to 12 
min./mile). Women who walked 
at an aerobic pace increased their 
cardiorespiratory fitness by an 
average of 16 percent, a rate com- 
parable to that achieved through 
other vigorous activities, such as 
running, cycling and swimming, 
but with far less risk of orthopedic 
injury. In fact, out of a total of 


20,000 miles logged, not one pat- 
ticipant sustained a walking-relat- 
ed injury that necessitated consul- 
tation with a physician, according 
to Duncan. 


The study evaluated 102 pre- 
menopausal women who were 
divided into four groups of vari- 
ous walking intensity: 12 
min./mile (aerobic walkers), 15 
min./mile (brisk walkers), 20 
min./mile (strollers) and a seden- 
tary group. All active participants 
walked three miles, five times a 
week, and wore NaturalSport 
walking shoes from Naturalizer,

When Winchester Hospital. 
assumed ownership of the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington last year, the Health 
Center's Advisory Board looked 
forward to exciting and worth- 
while changes, made up 
of seven people who live and 
work in the communities served 
by the Center, the board has a dual 
Purpose says its chairman, James 
Ficociello, D.D.S., a dentist in 
Wilmington. 


“We fit the classic definition of 
a community advisory board, in 
that we serve as a conduit for 
information and concerns from 
the community to the Health 
Center’s administration and staff,” 
he explains. “And just as impor- 
tant, we act as an advocate for the 
health center within the communi- 
ty, to ensure that people under- 
stand what resources are available 
at the Center. 

William and Chris Lindsey of 
Tewksbury are husband-wife 
members of the board. Bill 
Lindsey puts the ‘classic’ defini- 
tion of the board’s role this way, 
“We serve as the Health Center’s 
eyes and ears in the neighbor- 
hoods it serves.” The Lindseys 
suggest that the community let 
them know of their problems or 
suggestions, which they will bring 
to the health center’s attention, 

Raymond MacNamara, owner 
of MacNamara Tire in Wilming- 
ton, has been an active member of 


the board since the Health Center 
opened in 1978 ard is currently its 
treasurer, “The Center is vital to 
the y,” he says. “But for 
it to be truly responsive to the 
community’s needs, people need 
to let us know what kind of ser- 
vices they want and need.” 


The board meets quarterly to 
address service and administrative 
issues of concern to the communi- 
ty. For example, if there’s a need 
for a certain type of medical spe- 
cialist or community health edu- 
cation program, the board brings 
it to the Center’s administration 
for consideration, 


The Regional Health Center 
currently offers a range of service 
including Walk-In Urgent care 
services, internal medicine and 
obstetrics/gynecology. Referral 
services including laboratory, 
tadiology, rehabilitative and nutri- 
tion services are also available. 

Kathleen Bares, Director of 
the Regional Health Center, com- 
ments, “We would like the com- 


munity to share with us any of 
their health needs and wants. 
They should feel free to suggest _ 
any recommendations or discuss 
any concerns.” + 

“If a community resident has a 
concern or problem, I’m always 
available,” says Gerald T. 
Richards, a board member from 
North Reading. “I’m also glad to 
pass along folks’ appreciation or 
words of praise, too.” 


Wilmington residént Sandie 
Cushing, the Board’s secretary, 
and Chris Noyes of Tewksbury 
comprise the rest of the board. 
Noyes, who joined the board two 
years ago, comments, “We try to 
monitor the attitudes and ideas in 
the community, and resolve indi- 
vidual problems that are brought 
to our attention.” 

“And bringing issues to the 
board's attention is really the 
key,” adds Kathleen Barnes. 
“Because we can’t resolve a prob- 
lem or address a need that we 
don’t know about.
